type. It is probable from his descrip 
tion of the cases that they were of 


the second type mentioned by Dr 


Schoening, namely caused by mold, 


which is frequently found not in 
corn, but in other feeds, especially 
in heavy grasses, matted close to the 
ground, tangled and more or _ less 
shaded. It is important to avoid giv 
ing horses any grass that may con 
tain molds or to let them graze on 
old, heavily overgrown patches which 
may contain molds next to the 


ground. Fence rows should be mow- 
ed close to the ground with mower o1 
scythes, or grazed down close with 
sheep. Sheep and cattle will clean up 
such heavy grass without danger of

July is here-——a month when under normal conditions we would be hear- 
ing much in rural England of grouse prospects and shooting arrangements, of 
litters of cubs and even of some packs of Hounds—the Duke of Buccleuch’s 
always amongst the first—-making an early start. We would be listening to 
the time-worn arguments as to whether hunters should not be brought up 
from grass to avoid the torment of flies and the baked ground, and there 
would be the usual enquiries from ingenuous youth, ‘‘Do you know of a hunt- 
er like suiting me?”

Rural England is invaded as it has never been before 
and country tradesmen, innkeepers, and others are busier than they have 
ever been. There is khaki, marching and militarism everywhere, but cur- 
iously enough I have heard from several estates that the quartering of troops 
in hitherto sparsely populated areas has had little deleterious effect upon 
Here is what the head gamekeeper on one important estate this week 
(famous both as shooting and hunting man) and myself: 

“The soldiers seem to stick to their camp and billets. Few of them 
wander into the fields or woods. We had no trouble with them at nesting 
time and birds have not been at all disturbed by them. Of course... 
ert won’t have a pheasant or a fox in it this year as it‘s full of bell tents. 
The cooks have already burned a lot of brushwood amongst which pheasant 
nests were so safe, and there has been no litter of foxes this Spring in the 
main earths; indeed, I know of one litter only on the whole estate. We will 
have: to rear pheasants to restock . covert when the war is over. The 
foxes will soon return when all is quiet again.”’ 

The squire looked at me and smiled—a sad and pathetic smile. He was 
silent for a moment and I sensed what was passing through his mind before 
he spoke his thoughts. He said: 

“William, I very much doubt whether

There will, how- 
ever, as certain as daylight follows dark, be those left with the determina- 
tion to as far as may be restore those things which are an integral part of 
the history, the heritage and robustness of Great Britain. It is unthinkable 
that it should be other wise, for enthusiasm for sport looms large in the make 
up of the Britisher, and impecunious though most of us will be, it is certain

interest continued, Meadow Lane 
Farm grew to a Stud with the addi- 
tion of Court Day and a number 
of mares. Court Day proved a use- 
ful Hunter sire and even got such 
good ’chasers as Court Time, an out- 
standing gelding at the Hunt Meet- 
ings and a winner at the big tracks. 

Though this stallion son of Fair 
Play endowed his sons and daughters 
with speed, beautiful top lines, quar- 
ters and shoulders, the Meadow Lane 
proprietor was looking for more 
bone and substance. Three years ago 
he obtained *San Utar from Ken- 
tucky. This big chestnut horse, by 
Sunder-* Yokahama, by Santoi, foal- 
ed in 1921, had been used previously 
to produce racing stock. 

Today at Meadow Lane *San Utar 
has 16 sons and daughters whom he 
has endowed richly with his great 
bone and extraordinary tendon de- 
finition. He has been most consistent 
in handing on his short, though 
slightly round, big cannon bone and 
strong cordy tendons. *San Utar has 
a wonderful clean set of hocks, with 
the back tendon standing out in rare 
relief—an impossible sort to curb. 
Of wonderful front, good disposi- 
tion, lovely eye and expression, he 
seems slated to make a real name 
in Hunter breeding circles. 

Of his 6 yearlings, the Sun Slave, 
she is an Irish bred by *Putten Dan 
is outstanding. Of *San Utar’s year- 
ling colts, the Crystal Dawn, (a Dan 
IV mare) was shown at Upperville 
and is a good sort, with great length 
from hip to hock and endowed with 
his sire’s bone. However, Meadow 
Lane has another colt, possibly even 
better than the Crystal Dawn in 
Mineral (she an Ormondale mare), 
who stands 16 hands and had not 
quite the necessary show weight for 
the ring in June.

Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott’s stal- 
lion *Lancegaye had to be destroyed 
as the result of a broken shoulder re- 
ceived from a fall in the paddock at 
Montpelier, Va., on July 8. The 17- 
year-old son of Swynford-Flying 
Spear, by Spearmint had only the 
previous day returned from Middle- 
burg where he had been standing at 
the Mountville Farm of Dr. Robert 
L. Humphrey. Turned out for the 
night, he was discovered the follow- 
ing morning and it is not known how 
the accident occurred.

Swynford standing in this country, 
*Lancegaye was best known through 
the fame of his own son Cavalcade, 
who beat the renowned Discovery in 
the 1934 Kentucky Derby and won 
besides that year the American Derby, 
Detroit Derby and the Arlington 
Classic Stakes. *Lancegaye was to 
have been included in Mrs. Scott's 
sale of Thoroughbreds at Saratoga 
on August 23, the proceeds of which 
will be donated to Allied War Re- 
lief. Only three days after his death, 
a 2-year-old filly by *Lancegaye, 
Mrs. Selby Burch’s Lovely Dawn, won 
at Suffolk Downs.

Lane, maintains a very’ shipshape 
establishment. Two big barns with 
large boxes give him ample stabling 
facilities, one for brood mares. He 
is busy now enlarging the paddocks 
and this is a considerable chore, ne- 
cessitating clearing extensively. A 
number of big fields in the valley 
bottoms afford good pasturage for 
the barren mares. 

*San Utar was extremely fortunate 
in getting two new mares to his 
court this year. Full sisters, by Lad- 
kin-Ridicule, Mr. Hirsh obtained 
Mudraker and Mocker from Leo J. 
Marks, of the Le Mar Stock Farm, 
Kentucky. The former has produced 
winners on the flat and has a good 
4-year-old running now. Both are 
conformation types and should en- 
hance *San Utar’s opportunities. 

Another matron of interest is 
Scarlet Wonder by Wonder Boy. This 
bay mare produced Royal Wonder, 
by *Coq Gaulois, outstanding grey 
Hunter and Jumper on the Pacific 
Coast.

ONE COMMON PURPOSE 








The great factor now facing America is the probable effect of the Euro- 
pean tidal wave on the people in this country. Three thousand miles of 
ocean may put us out of the path of the steam roller, but we cannot escape 
certain consequences These consequences give one common purpose, one 
aim of self-preservation, one aim of common defense, one job of arming and 
preserving democracy Out of all the conflicting desires that constantly 
sweep America and make a huge patchwork of our natonal life, a central 
theme has woven its way into the pattern in such a way as to connect all 
the intricate designs, pull them closer together, make for a better, more 
wholesome common ground upon which to work 

It is as easy for a democracy to drift from its fundamental ideal and 
become corrupt as it is for a monarchy or a dictatorship, once the ideal has 
been lost to view Conflicting purposes tend to obscure the structure and 


the great words which must forever be seared across every democratic 


document: ‘“‘We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are creat- 
ed equal, that they are endowed by their creator with certain inalienable 
rights, that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness,”’ be- 
come blurred France lost her democratic ideal, when international dis- 


orders sapped her strength. There was no mooring to which she could 
guide all of her people. The German army was not responsible for the de- 
feat of France. French democracy had broken down before Germany mov- 
ed, for there were so many crossed wires that no unity existed. 

In 1924, 1928 and 1932, the Literary Digest Poll in this country was 
able accurately to predict the national mind by taking a poll of names from 
the telephone directories and the automobile owners. In reality they were 
polling the upper strata of American society. The elections proved their 
poll correct, not because their system was correct, but because the have 
nots in the lower strata still saw eye to eye with the haves. In 1936, the 
Digest Poll was a complete failure although the same system was used. 
Why? Because in 1936 class feeling had risen to such an extent that the 
have nots could not see eye to eye with those who had enough money to 
own telephones and automobiles. Class had cut across the American vision. 
It threatened our democratic ideals which have no place for class. 

Today the force of the European tidal wave is slowly but surely, with 
telling strokes, filling in an overly wide gulf between wealth and poverty 
in America. If democracy is to survive, great wealth, which means class, 
is on the wane. Taxes are going to level the strata in this country so that 
every man is going to be within shouting distance of his neighbor. This, 
then, is the cleansing, purifying effect that the hell fire going on in Europe 
will have upon America. Concentrations of great wealth do not spell de- 
mocracy any more than. concentrations of great poverty. The one wishes 
to maintain the status quo at all costs, which means inertia, the other wish- 
es to change everything, which means revolution. There is no common 
ground. In the preservation of the great heritage of democracy, America 
may find once again a common purpose in a common ideal and a simpler 
but healthier way of life before the results of corruption can destroy her 
faith in herself. It is time that more people knew more about the way of 
life of most Americans. If America is going to save herself from an econ- 
omic “blitzkrieg’’ there will be ample opportunity for all to learn this les- 
son, for every American is going to have to take off his coat and figuratively 
dig, and with that digging may come a greater spirit of cooperation that 
will be our strength and our salvation, 


WILLIS SHARPE KILMER 





With the passing of Willis Sharpe Kilmer at the age of 71 years last Fri- 
day, July 12, the American turf lost one of its staunchest supporters and the 
void that will be felt here in Virginia, where his renowned Court Manor Stud 
has long been an institution of light and knowledge in this country’s great 
scheme of Thoroughbred breeding, is immeasurable. 

In whatever section of this country racing and breeding activities are 
found, there is also found the influence of *Sun Briar, perhaps the greatest 
importation ever made into this country and the sire whose progeny have 
possibly accomplished more throughout the length and breadth of the land 
than those of any other living stallion. The romantic story of the immortal 
gelding Exterminator will ever brighten one of the most colorful pages of 
turf history. Of Sun Beau, a product of Mr. Kilmer’s own breeding, who at- 
tained the most enviable record ever made at the time of his retirement and 
held it for nine years, little need be said. His career as a sire is just begin- 
ning. Such notables as Pompey, Sun Pal, Sunny Man, Sunspero, Sun Flag, 
Sunsini, Sunsard, Sunference, Mint Briar, Sun Altos and Sunayr all sprang 
from the Kilmer foundation. 

Having enriched his Stud through the years with a matchless string of 
matron daughters of *Sun Briar, Mr. Kilmer successfuly introduced through 
Neddie, the Domino and *Light Brigade lines which produced the stakes win- 
ner Nedayr; through the late *Traumer, the Hampton and St. Simon lines, 
producing Dark Victory, the Pimlico Oaks winner Dark Magnet and others; 
and in recent years his experiment with *Gino, a grandson of the great Tet- 
rarch has proved extremely successful on *Sun Briar mares, with every 2- 
year-old to start last year returning a winner. 

Last year also Mr. Kilmer was America’s leading breeder with 269 wins to 
his credit, in 1938 he was third on the list, in 1937 he was second. On the 
basis of money won by Court Manor progeny last season, Mr. Kilmer was a 
close second, with $336,951. This year’s statistics show that to July 6, Kil- 
mer-breds had won 73 races, this total being ten ahead of last, year’s on the 
same date. It is to be hoped that with this establishment left in such capable 
hands as those of Manager Alex Robb, Trainer ‘‘Doc’’ Crawford, Walter 
Jauncey, Stanley Shackleford and others who have maintained its standard 
during Mr. Kilmer’s long illness, his widow will feel the wish to carry on at 
Court Manor.

plenty of water and competent at- 
tention, they will recover from the 
Western type in a week without hav- 
ing the virus penetrate into the brain 
and spinal cord, which brings on 
staggering, lack of control over loco- 
motion, and all the other clinical 
symptoms, 

We do not advise vaccination un- 
less and until the virus type of the 
disease has been found in a com- 
munity. Healthy horsep need no 
vaccines, and some severe reactions 
followed by abscesses and deaths 
have occurred as an aftermath of 
such vaccination. It should not be 
done until it is really necessary; and 
when it is done, every possible safe- 
guard should be thrown around it. 

I have recently had the = op- 
portunity to see 400 animals that 
were vaccinated in June by a veteri- 
narian who used the utmost care to 
avoid trouble; yet about 40 of them, 
or 10%, developed large abscesses 
which had to be lanced, and which 
discharged serum, necrotic tissue and 
pus for a week or ten days after be- 
ing opened. All these abscesses fol- 
lowed the second shot of the vaccine, 
which was given about ten days after 
the first. As no trouble at all re- 
sulted from the first shot, it is ap- 
parent that the trouble was not due 
to faulty technique. 

Vaccination would be of absolutely 
no protection against the type of 
encephalomyelitis described by Dr. 
Humphrey, which evidently is due 
to faulty feed. There is no reason 
for widespread alarm. We must re- 
emphasize the points made by Dr. 
Schoening set forth above. His com- 
plete address—leaflet No.234, and 
our recommendations for this year, 
leaflet No.248—will be sent to any- 
one who will send in a 3 cent stamp 
asking for them.

which many of us will not have to 
worry. Back in the good old days, 
we made our own bread, canned our 
winter vegetables, wore red under- 
wear and counted our souls at 250 
and called it a day. 

With selective draft prospects now 
in the offing, a September 12, 1917 
copy of the Loudoun Times brings to 
mind other stirring days when the 
weekly paper was read with fear and 
reluctance, lest the name of a re- 
lative be listed for examination. Un- 
der the caption, ‘‘Latest News from 
Draft Board’, we find this 
order; “The following named persons 
are hereby notified that, purusant to 
the Act of Congress approved May 
18, 1917, they are called for military 
service of the United States by this 
Local Board."’ Then followed orders 
for the persons named to appear in 


Local 


Leesburg for physical examination 
on September 12, 13 and 14, 1917. 
The list of local potential white 


soldiers included S. F. Gray, Samuel 
H. R. Fred, George B. Hicks, Laz- 
mond Horace Grimes, Milton Mc- 
Veigh Pearson, Chester Earl Finch- 
am and Earl Hamilton Tiffany. Some 
five or six colored boys also were 
called on these dates. Now, twenty- 
three years later, Harry Gray, son 
of the first man on the list, has en- 
listed for active duty and is station- 
ed at Camp Bragg, near Fayetteville 
North Carolina. No other member of 
the 1917 contingent has a son old 
enough for enlistment. 


The wailing siren of Sgt. McAllis- 
ter’s trouble cruiser brought to an 


end a tour, begun in Winchester at 
1:30 Tuesday afternoon by Billy 
Smith who said he was from Chicago. 
Billy -had taken possession of a car 
belonging to Sherman M. White of 
Clarksburg, West Virginia, parked on 
a Winchester street. Sgt. McAllister 
picked up Winchester’s SOS with 
the tag numbers and went on the 
alert, bringing in his quarry in exact- 
ly thirty-five minutes after he got 
the call. The car, a convertible Ford 
was undamaged and was driven back 
to Winchester by a State Trooper. 


The Smith lad said he was just hik- 
ing about, that he has lived every- 
where in his 17 years of life and was 
“going nowhere in particular’, He 
had no money and said he had not 
eaten for three days.

the pedigree as of only secondary, 
ortance. Equine breeders, as a 
whole, are pitiably in arrears of the 
canine and bovine breeders, in the 
recognition of this basic truth; and 
we have the race track and the 
race records—the most severe and 
yet the most accurate criterions 
upon which to base our judgements; 
In spite of this, all too many pedi- 
ree enthusiasts insist on deluding 
themselves with the beautiful idea 
that they are breeding to those great 
nd illustrious individuals in the 
third, fourth, and fifth removes, and 
not to the (all to often) mediocre 
beasts of the current generation. 
Jacola was an exceptionally high 
class race mare. But for two short- 
comings she might well have proved 


herself to be what might properly 
be called a great mare. Her faults 
were soft ankles and a lack of pre- 
cocity. (The latter is certainly one 
of her family characteristics—even 


Johnstown, the speed horse of the 
family, did not really show anything 
except promise until his 38-year-old 
form and for this reason, among 
others, I see no compelling circum- 
stance for sending Jacola to James- 
town.) 

For Jacola we need an early 
maturing horse of unquestionable 
oundness, and in my opinion we 
need not look beyond Mr. Bradley’s 
champion—Bimelech. If from this 
mating we could procure the sound-

High Jumping In The Past 


Freddy Wettach is one of the few 
of the old guard of high jump riders

Walsh in- 
spired a feeling of efficiency but 
Sutherland, pale from a_ previous 
fall, and his little horse steaming 
under the are lights from nerves 
were enough to shake anyone’s con- 
fidence. It wasn’t a question of ‘‘it’’ 
but “when” they would break and 
to prolong the agong the little horse 
would take all three tries at each 
height. Then came the expected fall 
—rider knocked out, ambulance in 


the ring, several minutes of appre- 
hension before he was put up again 
to resume the struggle. After that 
all that anyone could hope for was 
three faults that would put an end 
to the competition,
